HIGHWAY PATROL MAY 
BE EQUIPPED WITH RADIO 
BEFORE CLOSE OF YEAR 
Jefferson City, October 19.—Be­ 
fore the close of the year the Mis­ 
souri State Highway Patrol hopes 
to have in operation a system of 
radio communication with patrol­ 
men in the field, it is announced in 
the quarterly report of the patrol, 
just issued. 
Widely scattered as the troop­ 
ers aie over the State communica­ 
tion is a problem of some conse­ 
quence and the organization 
has 
felt the need of 
closer 
contact, 
particularly in emergencies. 
For 
several weeks a survey has been 
under way, to determine the pos­ 
sibilities of radio service. 
Tests 
of receiving equipment also have 
been in progress. 
Under the law the 
State radio 
station, WOS» is placed at the dis­ 
posal of the patrol, but the survey 
has revealed three major obstacles: 
Th< State station operates on 
a 
wave length within *the broadcast 


band, while short wave transm is­ 
sion is best suited to police work; 
the low power of the station, 500 
watts, prevents proper coverage of 
the entire State 
and the station 
does not have a full-time operat­ 
ing permit, but is limited to cer­ 
tain hour* each day. 
Several suggested solutions are 
being considered W’hich, if practi­ 
cal, would give the patrol a radio 
service similar to that of police de­ 
partments in the larger cities. 
Patrol cars equipped with receiv­ 
ing sets would be able to pick up 
emergen y bulletins and 
orders 
broadcast 
from the headquarters, 
greatly increasing the effectiveness 
of the organization. 
It 
is 
contemplated 
that the 
State radio service, if put into use, 
would be available also to sheriffs, 
municipal police and other peace 
officers of the State. 
The 
State 
convention of sheriffs and 
police 
officers, held recently at Hannibal, 
adopted a resolution urging 
the 
inauguration of such a service.

In non-technical 
language, the proposed road will 
be located on one of two prelimi­ 
nary surveys known as the north 
and the south locations. 
Recommendations of the State 
Hghway Departm ent Division 10 
office placed the point of beginning 
at a point on U. S. Highway 
61. 
aproximately six miles south 
of 
Sikeston; then east for four and 
three-quarter miles along what i- 
known as Champion lane; a jog 
south 
about 
one-half mile 
and 
then east to the Mississippi Coun­ 
ty line to the end of the present 


concrete Highway No. 105, which 
runs east to the city of East P rai­ 
rie. 
This highway is a part 
of 
the Secondary road system of the 
State. 
Objections have been heard 
in 
New Madrid by citizens from Ca- 
nalou, Matthews, 
New 
Madrid, 
Baines Ridge, and from a few East 
Prairie citizens who would 
have 
the route located south of the re­ 
commended location. 
This group 
would have route SN follow 
the 
south survey beginning at a point 
on Highway 61 known as the M at­ 
thews lane running due east 
to 
the southeast corner of section 32, 
and then north to connect with 
Highway No. 105 leading to East 
Prairie. 
They contend th a t their 
location is now the most traveled 
road of the two locations, and fu r­ 
ther, that the south route would 
connect with the county Highway 
from U. S. Highway 61, due cast 
through Matthews to Canalou a s­ 
suring a practically straight road 
east and west across New Madrid 
County. 
They point out that

HIGHWAY PATROL MAY 
BE EQUIPPED WITH RADIO 
BEFORE CLOSE OF YEAR 
Jefferson City, October 19.—Be­ 
fore the close of the year the Mis­ 
souri State Highway Patrol hopes 
to have in operation a system of 
radio communication with patrol­ 
men in the field, it is announced in 
the quarterly report of the patrol, 
just issued. 
Widely scattered as the troop­ 
ers are over the State communica­ 
tion is a problem of some conse­ 
quence and the organization 
has 
felt the need of 
closer 
contact, 
particularly in emergencies. 
For 
several weeks a survey has been 
under way, to determine the pos­ 
sibilities of radio service. 
Tests 
of receiving equipment also have 
been in progress. 
Under the law the 
State radio 
station, WOS, is placed at the dis­ 
posal of the patrol, but the survey 
lias revealed three major obstacles: 
The State station operates on 
a 
wave length w ithin‘the broadcast 


band, while short wave transm is­ 
sion is best suited to police work; 
the low power of the station, oOO 
watts, prevents proper coverage of 
the entire State 
and the station 
does not have a full-time operat­ 
ing permit, but is limited to cer­ 
tain hours each day. 
Several suggested solutions are 
being considered which, if practi­ 
cal, would give the patrol a radio 
service similar to that of police de­ 
portments in the larger cities. 
I’atrol cars equipped with receiv­ 
ing sets would be able to pick up 
emergency bulletins and

This increase has come

ENG IN EERS R ECO MM EN D 
NORTH LOCATION OF 
ROUTE SN NEW MADRID 


The 
Missouri 
Sjate 
Highway 
Commission, Jefferson 
City, 
will 
conduct a hearng about November 
4 to * hear 
committees for .and 
against 
a proposed 
location of 
farm-to-mat ket road SN in New 
Madrid County. 
In non-technical 
language, the proposed road will 
be locate?! on one of two prelimi­ 
nary surveys known as the .north 
and the south locations. 
Recommendations of the State 
Hghway Department Division 10 
office placed the point of beginning 
at a point on U. S. Highway 
61, 
aproximately six miles south 
of 
Sikeston; then east for four and 
three-quarter miles along what is 
known as Champion lane; a jog 
south 
about 
one-half mile 
and 
then east to the Mississippi Coun­ 
ty line to the end of the present 


concrete Highway No. 105, which 
runs east to the city of F ast P rai­ 
rie. 
This highway is a part 
of 
the Secondary road system of the 
State. 
Objections have l»een heard 
in 
New Madrid by citizens from Ca- 
nalou, Matthews, 
New 
Madrid, 
Barnes Ridge, and from a few East 
Prairie citizens who would 
have 
the route located south of the re­ 
commended location. 
This group 
would have route SN follow 
the 
south survey beginning at a point 
on Highway 61 known as the Mat­ 
thews lam* running due east 
to 
the southeast corner of section 32, 
and then north to connect with 
Highway No. 105 leading to East 
Prairie. 
They contend th a t their 
location is now the most traveled 
toad of the two locations, and fu r­ 
ther, that the south route would 
connect with the county Highway 
from U. S. Highway 61, due cast 
through Matthews to Canalou as­ 
suring a practically straight road 
east and west across New Madrid 
County. 
They point out that 
it 
would also 
connect 
up with 
the 
farm-to-m arkct road to be built 
north and south from Morehouse 
to a point near Lilbourn. 
Inquiries at the Highway Divis­ 
ion 10 office hert* recently relative 
to the two locations revealed that 
the north location was recommend­ 
ed wholly upon engineering facts 
and data. 
Both routes are sub­ 
ject to overflow in extremely high 
water, hut careful surveys 
show 
without question of doubt that the 
north route has certain advant­ 
ages over the south location from 
the standpoint of overflow. 
The question of cost also enters 
into the calculation of the engi­ 
neers who have determined that ad­ 
ditional bridge and trestle work 
would run the cost up approxim ate­ 
ly or.e-third. 
In the October 14 issue of the 
New 
Madrid Recoil, the fro n t­ 
page story under a headline “ Will 
File P rotest”, leads one to believe 
that route SN would be projected 
west of Highway 61 when, as 
a 


m atter of fact, route SN as now 
proposed, lies 
entirely 
cast 
of 
Highway 61, and its location 
on 
the north or south surveys will not 
effect its future location west of 
the Highway. 
Highway Division 
10 engineers give their definite a s ­ 
surance to the citizens 
of 
Mat­ 
thews ami others affected west of 
Highway 61 that their road will 
not he altered except to widen the 
roadway and improve the type of 
construction, fn other words, Mat­ 
thews, 
Canalou, 
Marston 
and 
points west of the Highway 
will 
not be affected adversely by 
the 
location of Route SN east to No. 
105 even thought it be placed on 
the north route which carries with 
it certain topographical, engineer­ 
ing, and economic advantages. 
The Missouri 
State 
Highway 
program will deal separately with 
the road west of Highway 61, and 
it is a foregone conclusion that the 
route wast of the Highway will 
connect with the north and south 
road from Morehouse to a point 
near Lilbourn. 
The New Madrid Record failed 
to state this fact, athough it is the 
most pertinent underlying 
cause 
of the objectors to the north route 
— they fear that New Madrid will 
lost track* if ithe road is located 
a 
mile north 
of the south survey, 
when, as a m atter of fact; eighty- 
five per cent of the trade on the 
north and south routes now goes 
to East Prairie. 
It is reasonable 
to suppose that trade now patron­ 
izing East Prairie, while using 
a 
country road, will not change life­ 
long habits in order to trade 
in 
New Madrid, Matthews or Sik.*s- 
ton when and if the State builds 
a high-type, 
all-weather, 
gravel 
highway over either location 
to 
connect witlj a concrete road into 
ther old trading place.
